authorities, and watches over all the others. It con- 
cludes treaties, has the power of making peace and 
declaring war, and deſires the Legiſlative body to ratify 
the . treaties of peace or the declarations of war 


direts the motions of the armies of the Republic, 


and names to all the employments aſſigned to it by 
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the con ſtitution. The Members of the Executive 


Directory, more powerful than monarchs, govern 
and command free men. Their power conſiſts in 


ſeeing the laws executed, and obeying themſelves 
the will of the people, expreſſed by the conſtitution.” 


They ſhould repreſent the moſt powerful people of

The ſeal he wears 
on his breaſt is the emblem of that inviolable ſecreſy 
he is bound to keep, and which he cannot break 
but with the greateſt guilt.

affairs. They are appointed and ſuperintended 
by the Executive Directory, and are reſponſible for 


the faults of their bad adminiſtrations. | They do 


not correſpond with the Legiſlative body. 


Wiſe Miniſters make the proſperity of empires. By 
their conſtant labours, their love of juſtice, peace and 
order, they are enabled to do good. They are the 
right hands of the Governinent. Happy are thoſe 


who govern the State, when they know how to 
chooſe men famed for their learning, talents, and the 


love of their country, to help them in their arduous 
undertakings.

This court is eftabliſhed to judge the accuſations 
brought by the Legiſlative body, either againſt its 
own Members, or againſt thoſe of the Executive 
Directory. It meets only in virtue of a proclama- 
tion of the Legiſlative body, written and publiſhed 
by the Council of Five Hundred. It meets and ſits 
in the place marked out in the proclamation of the 
Council of Five Hundred. This place cannot be 
more than twelve myriametres diſtant from the ſittings 


of the Legiſlative body. The acts of accuſation are . 


drawn up by the Council of Five Hundred. 


The Electoral Aſſemblies of every department 
chooſe yearly a juryman for this high court of juſtice.

THE Members of thoſe Tribunals ſhall wear tha 1 
fame dreſs as before. The marks of diſtinction which 
Have been aſſigned to them, according to their various 

offices, are as follows: 


The Tribunal of Correctional Juſtice, a bundle 4 | 
df rods, without an axe, fuſpended from the neck by 
a blue ribbon with a white and red border. 


'The Criminal Tribunal, a bunch of rods, with an q 
axe, hanging from the neck by a red ribbon, with a 4 
blue and white border. 


The Civil Tribunal, an eye in filver fafpended by 
2 white ribbon with a red and blue border. 


The Juſtices of the Peace have no peculiar dreſs; 
but, as a mark of diſtinction, they ſhall wear a 
branch of olive, made of metal, ſufpended by a white 
ribbon with a very ſmall blue and red border. 'T hey 
ſhall have in their hand a long white ſtick, with an 
ivory head, on which ſhall be engraved a black eye. 


Theſe officers or juſtices judge all the faults that 
are in their juriſdiction, fuch as fettling quarrels ariſ- 
ing between the citizens, puniſhing according to law 
all diſturbers of the public tranquility, and all thoſe 
that are guilty of any outrage on the ſociety. 
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In the whole magiſtracy no functions are more in- 
tereſting than that of a Juſtice of the Peace, whoſe 
duty it is to endeavour to end in a friendly way all the 
variances that have ariſen between their fellow citi- 
zens. We have imitated the Engliſh in this way 
of adminiſtering juſtice, which is admired by all the 
nations of the earth, and will be praiſed by our 
lateſt poſterity. |
